Group I, claims 1-10, drawn to a filter assembly for ultrafiltration comprising filter elements, 
central permeate spacers and pressure vessel. 

Group II, claim 11, drawn to anti telescoping device comprising means for securing a free flow 
of the concentrate into the space between the distal filter element and the pressure vessel. 

3. The inventions Usted as Groups MI do not relate to a single general inventive concept 
under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or corresponding special 
technical features for the following reasons: All of the groupings are directed to an apparatus for 
ultrafiltration but each group has a different special technical feature not shared by the remaining 
groups. Group I is directed to an apparatus for ultrafiltration which has the special technical 
feature of filter elements, central permeate spacers and pressure vessel not shared by Group II. 
Group II is directed to anti telescoping device which has the special technical feature of means 
for securing a free flow of the concentrate into the space between the distal filter element and the 
pressure vessel not shared by Group 1. 

4. A telephone call was made to Mr. Robert Ballarini on 6/19/07 to request an oral election 
to the above restriction requirement, but did not result in an election being made.
